ered os an all-round s o rting m an. He was 
about forty years old and was m arried dur­ 
ing the past year. T ruax was formerly 
chief of police of Merrill, a man of g reat 
physical courag e. 
W hite conveying a pris­ 
oner from Merrill to W ausau several years 
ag o his charg - made an attack upon him 
and injured him about tbe head seriously, 
the prisoner m aking his escape. 
Hotz is an 
old soldier aud a G. A. R. man. 'I he g en­ 
tlem an says if a lynching is attem pted the 
lynchers will meet with a warm recejAion, 
as H andler has m any friends in Merrill.

which little discipline or 
obedience might be ex pected in moments 
when both were imperiously dema nded. 
As a rule, however, the boy s y ielded rea dily 
to the directions of their sujieriors, a nd to 
this fa ct is due the sa fety ot scores who 
otherwise would ha ve perished. Of the 
twenty -six who lost their lives only two 
were burned to dea th, the others ha ving 
been suffoca ted in their beds. 
Ma ny of the 
la tter were a roused with the rest, but be­ 
ca me stupefied a nd cra wled ba ck to their 
cots to die. The hero of the occa sion wa s 
a boy who a cted in the ca pa dtp of monitor 
in the fa ta l wa rd, him self a boy whose 
vidous ha bits ha d ma de him a n inma te of 
the institution.

Tbe coroner’s inq uest into the death of the 
eig ht neg roes who were lynched a t Barnwell, 
South Carolina, was held a t the scene of the 
trag edy. It was a terrible sig ht which the 
jurymen looked upon. On the left side of 
the road were the bodies of Ripley Johnson 
and Mitchell Adams.charg ed with therr.urder 
of Heffernan. On the opposite side were the 
six bodies of the neg roes charg ed with impli­ 
cation in the murderofyoung Robert Martin. 
They were tied toyoung oak trees on the road­ 
side, all except Mitchell Adams, who was 
tied to the post which marked the corporate 
limits of Barnwell. Johnson was tied to a 
little tree close by 
Adams. The others 
across the road were tied two to the same. 
tree, with their Lacks to the sapling s, the 
rope passed around the tree and around ths 
body of the men, m some instances nearly all 
the way from head to foot. 
When shot, how­ 
ever, tha weig ht of their bodies had swung 
down on the ropes, and now they occupied 
all sorts of g rotesq ue and revolting posi- 
tious.

Another had

soon to lie forg otten by those who looked 
on it. The jury returned a verdict th a t the 
eig ht men came to their death from g un shot 
wounds inflicted by some party or parties 
unknown. No more trouble is feared.

W illiam Fisk Sanders was born in Cat­ 
taraug us 
county, New York, in 1834. 
In 
1854 he beg an tile studv of law at Akron, 
Ohio.

Edg erton. H e m arried M issIIarriet P. Fenn 
of Talmadg e, Ohio, in 1858. He entered the 
Union arm y on the breaking out of the Re­ 
bellion and served with bravery and dis­ 
tinction until 1863, when he resig ned, owing 
to ill health, and returned to Ohio. 
His 
former law partner having been appointed 
chief justice of Idaho. Col. Saunders was 
persuaded to start for th at territory, which 
he reached after many hardships. The 
party readied Bannack in September, 1563, 
where they stopped and the colonel eng ag ed 
in the practice o f law. In the winter he 
moved to Virg inia City. H ere he prosecuted 
and secured the conviction and execution 
of the notorious m urderer, Georg e Ives. In 
1865-6 he visited W ashing ton City to rep­ 
resent the daim s of the miners. 
In 1865 he 
removed to Helena, and was elected a coin- 
j missioner to take such steps as were neces- 
; sary towards holding a constitutional con- 
I vetition in 1869. 
He was elected a member 
of the leg islature in 1872, 1874,1876 and 1878, 
and was nom inated for deleg ate to cong ress 
in 1864, 1867, 1880 and 1886.

A Bill to Provide for a Perma­ 
nent National Bank Cir­ 
culation Prepared. 


Another Omnibus Bill. Includ­ 
ing Idaho. Wy oming, New 
Mexico and Arizona. 


N ew Y ork , Special—-John 
Ja y K nox, 
p resident o f th e N ational B ank o f th e Re­ 
p ublic o f th is city, has prepared a bill 
w hich w ill be introduced in cong ress w ith ­ 
in th e ne xt few days, th e p rincip le object of 
w hich is to provide for th e use o f silver 
bullion as a basis for natio nal bank circula­ 
tion. 
T h e text of th e b ill is as follows: 
A bill to provide for a permanent national 
bank circulation. Be it enacted, etc.. T hat from 
and after the passag e of this act every national 
bank, now org anized or which shall hen after la* 
org anized, shall be authorized to issue circulat­ 
ing notes as now provided by law, in amounts 
not exceeding 75 per cent of tbe capital stock 
of each bank. 
Sec. 2 
That not less than 70 j*er cent of the 
circulating notes authorized to l*e issued by 
each bank under this act shall be secured by 
United stated bonds, at the rat» * of US) ]>er 
cent upon the par value of such bonds, provid­ 
ed that a t the option of each bank one-half of 
such circulation of 70 per cent m ay fa* secured 
by a deposit with the treasurer of the United 
states, under such reg ulations as may be pre­

cap of pears or diamonds another.” 
The moonstone is seldom worn 
alone by fashionable people, having 
usually an accompany ing setting of 
diamonds or other precious stones. 
In response to a question the dealer 
added: 
“ The largest moonstone I 
have ever seen was one of oblong 
shape about \ \ inches in length and 
% of an inch in width. This was set 
to represent a butterfly with partial­ 
ly closed wings of brilliantly colored 
stones, and was intended to be worn 
as a pendant. These stones are not 
valued by weight as others are, but 
simply by appearance and size, a 
perfectly round stone being more de­ 
sirable than a flatter one and more 
rare. 
As the the moonstone is tradition­ 
ally lucky , it is most suitable for sou­ 
venirs, parting 
and 
anniversary 
gilts, and from present indications 
will be much used for favors and wed­ 
ding presents during the coming gay 
season.—New York Sun. 


The Microbe of Electricity . 
With all the paraphernalia of th# 
modern phy sical and electrical labo­ 
ratory , the instruments of precisioi 
tha t will handle a millionth part ol 
an inch as readily as a laborer his 
pick and shovel; with all the evo­ 
lution going on through generations 
of scientists, nnd the almost inceesant 
wresting of secrets from the bosom of 
nature; we doubt if science is any 
closer to the isolation or attenuation 
of the microbe of the magnet. 
It is 
absurd to suppose tha t a primary en­ 
ergy is impressed upon a piece of 
hardened steel once 
for all. The 
transfer of tha t energy into the act­ 
ual work would destroy the magnetic 
power, y et such adestuction not only 
does not take place, but the very ex­ 
ercise of the power strengthens the 
magnet. A horseshoe of steel may 
be magnetized in ten seconds by the 
current of a few amperes from a bat­ 
tery , a ridiculously small amount of 
energy all told, and such magnet can 
lilt many pounds of iron in contact. 
But without contact it may lift and 
hold up a pound of iron easily . It 
will hold tha t pound for an eternity , 
and every second of tha t time with­ 
out end the magnet is expendingen- 
ergy until its foots up an almost in­ 
conceivable tota l ot actual power. 
Not alone that, but the magnet ot 
one-pound lifting power to-day may 
and will be stronger to-morrow. 
Where does all of this really tremen­ 
dous amount of energy come from? 
By what inscrutable process does 
the mere magnetization of a bar of 
steel make of it a machine for the 
transportation of energy ? Not a reac­ 
tionary or storage device which, like 
a steel spring, honestly gives back 
approximately all it has received. 
rI here is a hidden process going on 
all the time it is doing work—energy 
in some form. 
Where does it all 
come from—gravity ? a tm o s p h e r e ? 
solur ray s? earth currents? Who 
can say ? It is a great problem, 
worthy of a life of indefatigable re­ 
search. 
It is a microbe, and it will lie 
discovered, the discovery will make 
electricity the queen 
of nature’s 
forces, nnd st« ain will become a dim 
vision of the dark ages of the past.

The unannounced snowstorm of 
Saturday g ave a glimpse of genuine 
winter weather.

The elec­ 
tric cars were not delay ed. The new 
electric snow-ploughs had their first 
p r a c t ic a l test, and worked to the sat­ 
isfaction ot the company ’s oflicers. 
The snow was thrown out in clouds 
and the tracks w*re swept clean and 
left free from snow. On the Brighton 
line the armature of the motors of 
an electric plough was burned out, 
and an ordinary plough was substi- ; 
tuted. 
The electric ploughs are novelties 
in their way , and wtre watched with 
much interest. 
Kach sweeper con­ 
sists of a platform car, mounted on 
a four-wheeled truck, two Thomson- 
Houston motors connected with the 
axles furnishing motive power. Un­ 
derneath each end of the car is a large 
cy lindrical brush reaching across the 
track a t an angle of about forty -five 
de g re e s . 
Upon the car is an electric 
motor of fifteen horse-power, which 
runs three brushes a t a rapid rate of 
speed. An upright standard in the 
center of the car supports the trolley , 
which is similiar to those on the box 
cars, and around it is a group of in­ 
candescent lights. The motors which 
ruu the car are ofthirty horse-power. ; 
The car runs either way , and the 
brushes are so geared tha t the one on 
either end can be operated while the 
other is lifted from the track.

A terrible tala ef brutality was brought to 
light a t the inqCest on the body of Mrs. 
Eliza Holbrook wife of Jam es E. Holbrook, 
justice of the pfface and a wealthy farmer of 
Petersborr, Canada. Mrs. Holbrook who 
was seventy years old and feeble, left her 
home, about two miles from Haverloek. Dec. 
24, to go to a neighbor’s house, and two 
days nftorward was found in the swamp 
sb o u t three miles from home. The evidence 
given a t the inquest showed th a t Holbrook 
kept his wife badly clothed and ill fed, lock­ 
ing up the provisions from her, and th a t lie 
beat ber shnme ully. 
The verdict censured 
Holbrook, and when the body of his wife 
was turned over to him he refused to bury it, 
bn* finally consented to do so when he 
Jeitmed th a t otherwise it would be turned 
o /er to a medical college. The feeling agajnst 
iiolbrook 
intense, and the people are 
clamoring for his prosecution.

A train of eighteen cars left Wichita, Kan., 
for the suffering districts in Stevens, Morton 
apd Hodgman counties.

One Republican branch of the M ontana leg­ 
islature has elected W. F Sanders and Thomas 
C. Power as United States Senators. 
The 
dem ocrats will elect W. A. Clark and M artin 
Maginnis, and then the United States m ust 
decide which delegation, if either, have been 
properly elected. 
Several Deleware capitalists have organi­ 
zed a company with $1,230,000 capital, all 
paid in, to build an industral city a t Pied­ 
mont, Ala., with Preston Lea of W ilmington, 
Del., 
president. Two 
hundred thousand 
dollars worth of tow n lots were sold within 
an hour from the begiuing the sale. 
A proposition was made in the Virginia 
house of delegates to revive whipping as a 
mode of punishment lor petty thieves.

Downing, the member of th a t body from 
Clarke county, introduced a bill providing 
for the infliction of Btripes as a punishment 
for petit larceny.

The whipping 
post existed in Virginia as recently as 187i», 
and was the mode of punishment iuflicted for 
petty theits.

The law was repealed soon after he 
had the power to do so. 
It is this law th a t 
Mr. Downing seeks to have revived.

T h e S o u t h C a ro lina Horror. 
The coroner’s inquest into the Jeath of the 
eight, negroes who were lynched a t Barnwell, 
South Carolina, was held a t the scene of the 
tragedy. 
It was a terrible sight which the 
jurymen looked upon. On the left side of 
the road were the bodies of Ripley Johnson 
and Mitchell Adams, charged with them urder 
of Heffernan. On the opposite side were the 
six bodies of the negroes charged with impli­ 
cation in the murder ofyoung Hobert Martin. 
They were tied to young oak trees on the road­ 
side, all except Mitchell Adams, who was 
tied to the post which marked the corporate 
limits of Barnweli. Johnson was tied to a 
little tree close by 
Adams. The others 
across the road were tied two to the name, 
tree, with their Lacks to the saplings, the 
rope passed around the tree and around the 
body of the men, in some instances nearly all 
the way from head to foot. 
When shot, how­ 
ever, the weight of their bodies had swung 
down on the ropes, and now they occupied 
all sorts of grotesque and revolting posi­ 
tions. 
One 
had 
swung 
forward 
over 
the 
ropes 
which 
encircled 
the 
waist,, 
the 
head 
hanging 
down 
and the tongue protruding. 
Another had 
dropped straig ht down, the legs bending un­ 
der the weight. 
In one or two instances bul­ 
lets had entered the head and blood disfig­ 
ured the distorted features. 
In all sorts of 
positions they hung, a horrible sight, not 
soon to be forgotten by those who looked 
on it. The jury returned a verdict th a t the 
eight men came to their death from gun shot 
wounds inflicted by some p arty or parties 
unknown. No more trouble is feared.

—were shot early this m orning by George 
H andler, a cripple, Sarvis dying a few m o­ 
m ents later. 
T ruax m ay die, b u t H otz is 
thought to be out of danger. 
H andler was 
in Sarvis’ saloon early Tuesday evening, 
w atching a game of cards. 
Im agining th at 
one of the players, who was under the in ­ 
fluence of liquor, was being im posed upon, 
he m ade som e rem ark th a t angered Sarvis, 
and, as H andler claims, Sarvis struck him 
in the face, causing his nose to bleed, and 
followed the act w ith insulting rem arks. 
H andler left the saloon, and purchased a 
revolver at Fehland & Co.’s hardw are store. 
E arly this m orning he went to the entrance 
of H oard’s opera house, where a firem en’s 
ball was in progress, and asked Policem an 
T ruax to ascertain if Sarvis was in th e hall, 
explaining th at he had had trouble w ith 
him a short tim e previous. 
To pacify him 
Truax w ent in and m ade inquiries, but was 
told by Sarvis’ wife th at her husband was 
not there. 
H andler then w7ent to the sa­ 
loon, where Sarvis was standing behind the 
bar. 
Two citizens had just dropped in for 
a glass of beer, who, w hile drinking, heard 
the rejiort of a revolver. They saw Sarvis 
stoop behind the bar and ru n tow ard the 
exit end of it. 
A nother shot followed be­ 
fore those standing by could interfere,w hen 
Sarvis called out: 
“ H old him ! I am shot!” 
and in a stooping position ran o u t of the 
saloon and to the rear of W aklin’s drug 
store, nearly a block away, w here he was 
found two hours afterw ard,

Ju st 
then H otz entered the door, w hen H andler 
shot him through the shoulder. 
A nother 
shot penetrated the right ear and scalp, 
when H otz ran behind the bar. 
H andler 
then turned, firing at Truax, the ball lodg­ 
ing in the left lung. T ruax exclaim ed, “ My 
God, I am shot!” when he rushed into the 
street, calling for a rifle, saying; 
“ I m ust 
arrest th at m an, for he is a m urderer.” 
H andler soon had sole possession of the sa­ 
loon, and w hile j>eering through the win­ 
dow was fired at by Israel Shank w ith a 
W inchester rifle, the ball grazing H andler’s 
hat. 
As H andler ran down the back stairs 
another shot was fired, barely missing him , 
when he fell, dropping the revolver, and 
was captured by the posse w ho surrounded 
the building. Cries of “ Lynch him !” were 
heard iu every direction. 
H andler was 
taken to jail by the m ayor of the city and 
F. E. Mathews, followed by an infuriated 
mob. The prisoner was taken from the 
corridors in the ja il tw ice before he could 
be secured in a cell. The excitem ent runs 
high, and threats of lynching are still being 
made. Crowds to-day are surrounding the 
scene of the m urder and the jail. 
It is ru ­ 
mored that friem la' of Barvis are com ing 
from W am au to-night to hang the m urder­ 
er. 
The jail is considered safe, and the po­ 
lice force has la?en 
strengthened. 
The 
m ayor has ordered all saloons closed. 
SOME INStltE FACTS. 
From a gentlem an in St. Paul who for­ 
m erly resided In M errill, it is learned th at 
George H andler, the m urderer, form erly 
lived at 
Brownsville, 
H ouston county, 
this state, where his parents now reside, 
but rem oved to M errill som e ten years ago. 
He is a brother-in-law of ex-Sheriff O’Con­ 
nor of Lincoln county and was jailer 
during part of O Connor's term of office. 
H andler is a m an o f m iddle age, m arried 
and has a fam ily of several children. 
H e 
is a short m an of pow erful build, but has a 
dislocated hip. Sarvis' saloon at M errill is 
a finely fitted up place, and there formerly 
was a gam bling room over the saloon. 
He 
was a m an of tine api*caranee, very athletic, 
the owner of a fast horse and was consid­ 
ered as an all-round sporting m an. H e was 
about forty years old and was m arried d u r­ 
ing the past year. T ruax was form erly 
chief of police of M errill, a man of great 
physical courage. 
W hile conveying a pris­ 
oner from M errill to W ausau several years 
ago his charge m ade an attack upon him 
and injured him about the head seriously, 
the prisoner m aking his escape. 
H otz is an 
old soldier and a G .A . R. m an. 
The gen­ 
tlem an says if a lynching is attem pted the 
lynchers will meet with a warm reception, 
as H andler has m any friends in M errill.

taken, 
w ith the following result: 
Lee 
M antle of Butte, 11; 
Lieut. Gov. Rick­ 
ards, 11; E. D. Leavitt of Butte, 8; J. C. 
Powers of Helena, 4; L. II. Hershfield of 
Helena, 3; B. P latt Carpenter of Helena, 1. 
The jo in t session then dissolved until to­ 
morrow w ithout balloting again. The fight 
lor the second senatorship is still waging. 
Judge Knowles ot B utte could be elected if 
he wanted it, but to-day he absolutely re­ 
fused to stand for senator. 
The m ost 
prom inent W est si le candidate now is Lee 
M antle and of the East side T. C. Powers. 
The vote given Rickards and Leavitt is re­ 
garded only as com plim entary.

W illiam Fisk Sanders was born in Cat­ 
taraugus 
county, New York, in 1834-. 
In 
1854 he began the study of law at A kron, 
Ohio. 
H e was adm itted to the bar in 1856 
and associated w ith his uncle, 
ex-Gov. 
Edgerton. H e m arried Miss H arriet P. Fenn 
of Talmadge, Ohio, in 1838. H e entered the 
Union arm y on the breaking out of the Re­ 
bellion ancf served w ith bravery and dis­ 
tinction until 1863, when he resigned, owing 
to ill health, and returned to Ohio. 
His 
form er law partner having been appointed 
chief justice of Idaho. Col. Saunders was 
persuaded to start for th at territory, w hich 
fie reached after m any hardships. The 
party readied Bannack in September, 1563, 
w here they stopped and the colonel engaged 
in the practice of law7. 
In the w inter he 
moved to V irginia City. H ere he prosecuted 
and secured the conviction and execution 
o f the notorious m urderer, George Ives. In 
1865-6 he visited W ashington City to rep­ 
resent the claims of the miners. 
In 1865 he 
rem oved to Helena, and was elected a com­ 
m issioner to take such steps as were neces­ 
sary tow ards holding a constitutional con­ 
vention in 1869. 
H e was elected a m em ber 
of the legislature in 1872, 1874,1876 and 1878, 
and was nom inated for delegate to congress 
in 1864, 1867, 188U and 1886. 


B U R N E D IN BED. 


T w e n t y - S i x B o y s , I n m a t e s o f a P a u ­ 
p e r ’s S c h o o l In L o n d o n , S u f f e r a 
Horrible D e a th . 
Lo n d o n, 
Special.—The 
boys’ 
section 
of th e paupers’ school, in the district ot 
Forest Gate, in connection w ith the W hite­ 
chapel and Poplar unions, took fire last 
night w hile the inm ates were asleep and 
was burned, w ith terrible results, tw enty- 
six of the boys who were in the upper 
stories being suffocated before they could 
be rescued. 
Fifty-eight other boys were 
safely taken from the burning building 
am id terrible excitem ent. 
Two of the 
m atrons of th e institution escajied in safety 
by sliding dow n the water pipes. Several 
of the boys escaped in the sam e way. The 
superintendent of the school repeatedly 
rushed through the flames and brought out 
a num ber of inm ates. There were 000 per­ 
sons in the institution. The bodies of those 
i who were suffocated were carried to the 
1 main hail of the building, which was still 


profusely decorated w ith Christm as gifts. 
The fire was caused by an overheated stove. 
The fem ale departm ent, in which were 250 
girls, was not touched. 
The boys retired 
last evening in the highest of spirits, having 
been prom ised presents and a New Y ear’s 
fete to-day. 


h e r o i s m d i s p l a y e d . 
Thousands of persons, im pelled by curi­ 
osity, have visited the scene of the fire to ­ 
day, and the police and attendants were 
kept busy in th eir endeavors to retain suffi­ 
cient clear space w herein necessary work 
m ight be done. The school was filled with 
boys who had been com m itted to its care 
because o f th eir incorrigible habits, and 
altogeter the inm ates were of a char­ 
acter 
from 
w hich little discipline or 
obedience m ight be expected in m om ents 
when both were im periously dem anded. 
As a rule, however, the boys yielded readily 
to the directions of their aujieriors, and to 
this fact is due the safety ol scores who 
otherwise w ould have perished. 
Of the 
tw enty-six w ho lost th eir lives only two 
were burned to death, th e others having 
been suffocated in their beds. 
M any of the 
latter were aroused w ith the rest, but be­ 
cam e stupefied and crawled back to their 
cots to die. T he hero of tire occasion was 
a boy who acted in the capacity of m onitor 
iu th e fatal ward, him self t boy whose 
vicious habits had m ade him an inm ate of 
the institution. 
Through his efforts m any 
boys were literally driven from the build­ 
ing, and he ceased his work o f rescuing his 
fellows only w hen he was him self driven 
o u t by the flames. 
Several of his com pan­ 
ions he dragged, unconscious, o u t of the 
windows, w hile others he carried in to the 
air in his arm s.

E n g l a n d ’s*Labor L e a d e r A d d r e s s e s 
t h e W o r k m e n In A m e r ic a . 
L ondon,

a 
request for his views and wishes at the be­ 
ginning of the new year, Jam es Burns ca­ 
bled a New Y ork paper as follows: 
To Friends and Fellow W orkm en in 
America: 
The year th at has pa-sed away 
has been the most m om entous for labor in 
England since 1848. Ev< ly where the w ork­ 
ers have shown an enthusiasm for organiza­ 
tion truly extraordinary in its effects. 
In 
London alone 300 trades have secured short­ 
er hours or better wages*, and dem anded -uc- 
cessfully from their present masters better 
conditions. 
This m eans that 300,000 m ore 
m en and women in I/ondon have been ad d ­ 
ed to the ranks of organized labor. The gas 
stokers in eight m onths have m ade 50,0<)0 
mem bers and rodm ed their hours—at better 
wages—from twelve to eight j>er day. The 
baker, who form erly worked ninety and 
one hundred hours per week, now works, 
through his union, only sixty hours and for 
better t»ay. 
In the j*ort of London every 
dock laborer, stevedore, lighterm an arid 
carm an is and m ust be a m em ber of the 
trades union. The w orking women are fol­ 
low ing 
the 
exam ple 
of 
the 
men 
and pressing forward for better times. 
All this should be encouraging to A m eri­ 
cans, wdio have often been pioneers. 
In 
A m erica I trust th at workers are im bued 
with the responsibility o f their position in 
th e universal labor m ovem ent th at A m eri­ 
can citizenship bestows upon them . They 
are citizens of a republic that will he the 
central lorce and influence of the Anglo- 
Saxon race throughout 
the world and 
w hich m ay become a pow er for universal 
good. 
Jn the new year th at is coming 
English and Am erican sons of lal>or will 
have an opportunity o f show ing their sen­ 
tim ents tow ard each other by practical ef- 
lorts to secure internationally the eight 
hours i»er day. 
Certain it is th at to keep

M IN N E S O T A . 
Duluth has expended over $3,000,000 in 
new buildings this year. 
The logging business has n ot been serious­ 
ly affected by the bad weather up to this 
time. 
The 8t. Paul chamber of commerce is agi- 
tatiu g the establishm ent of a state im migra­ 
tion bureau. 
A railroad employe named Bauhuaun was 
run over and killed by the cars near Crooks- 
town. 
A meeting was held in St. Paul for the pur­ 
pose of organizing a state branch of the Sons 
of the American Revolution. 
Thirty drive wells have been driven for the 
water-works a t Alexandria and the towu is 
now in good shape for fire protection. 
Hon. Horace Wilder, an old resident of 
Red Wing, died a t th a t place recently a t the 
advanced age of 88 years. 
Herman K um arra, of Duluth, purchased a 
q u art of alcohol and drank the whole am ount. 
A short time afterward he dropped dead in a 
saloon. 
The M etropolitan Opera-House company 
have purchased a site for a new opera-house 
in 8t. Paul. The price paid for the laud was 
$200,000. 
St. Paul sold $275,000 worth of4 per cent, 
bonds to a Boston firm for $284,927.80, or 
3,599 per cent., the highest premium ever 
paid for securities of a western city. 
While hunting near Hinckley Patrick Bren­ 
nan, aged 10, was shot in the back and fatal­ 
ly injured by the accidental discharge of a gun 
in the hands of a John Brady, aged 11. 
Hftns Uyborg, a farmer, was killed near 
Cannon Falls, by a tree falling upon him 
which he was cutting down. 
The deceased 
was ahont sixty years of age. 
Ten days’ stay of proceedings have been 
granted in the Carlton county seat contest. 
The enthusiastic citizens worked till 2 o’clock 
in the morning removing county records and 
and safes to the Junction. 
The attorney for 
Thompson is demanding the return of these. 
In a quarrel over a girl in St. Paul, H arry

The saddest 
case of all was in the death of a father and 
two daughters. 
Their names were J M. Petr 
tersoo, Mrs. Jens P. Larson and Mrs. Ole H an­ 
son. 
Both the women leave husbands and 
families. 
All three were buried in one grave. 
At F aribault a Are broke out in the third 
story of Ansel Hill's furniture factory. 
The 
firemen worked like tigers, but it did them 
no good, the beat being eo intense th a t they 
could not approach the burning building. 
The loss will exceed $ 0,000, being fully in­ 
sured. 
The cause of the fire was spontan­ 
eous combustion.

Allen was tried and convicted, 
but on account of a technicnliey was locked 
up to aw ait a hearing. 
On May 26, 1887, 
Allen escaped,#MrH. W right assisting him. 
She had confessed the crime a t Allen's trial, 
and her case was dismissed, as it was decided 
she was Allen’s tool. The seurch lor Allen 
has never been relinquished, and no doubt he 
will soon receive the sentence Judge Newman 
has aw aiting him.

Im agining that 
one of the players, who was under the in ­ 
fluence of liquor, was being im posed upon, 
he made some rem ark th at angered Sarvis, 
and, as H andler claims, Sarvis struck him 
in tile face, causing his nose to bleed, and 
followed the act with insulting remarks. 
H andler left the saloon, and purchased a 
revolver at Fehland & Co.’s hardw are store. 
E arly this m orning he went to the entrance 
of Hoard’s ojiera house, where a firemen’s 
ball was in progress, and asked Policeman 
Truax to ascertain if Sarvis was in the hall, 
explaining th at he had had trouble with 
him a short tim e previous. 
To pacify him 
Truax went in and made inquiries, but was 
told by Sarvis’ wife that her husband wras 
not there. 
H andler then went to the sa­ 
loon, where Sarvis was standing behind the 
bar.

Sarvis’ saloon at M errill is 
a finely fitted up place, and there formerly 
was a gambling room over the saloon. 
He 
was a man of line appearance, very athletic, 
the owner of a fa>t horse and was consid­ 
ered as an all-round sporting m an. H e was 
about forty years old and was m arried dur­ 
ing the pari. year. 
Truax was formerly 
chief of police of Merrill, a man of great 
physical courage. 
W hile conveying a pris­ 
oner from Merrill to W ausau several years 
ago his charge made an attack upon him 
and injure*I him about the head seriously, 
the prisoner m aking his esc ape. 
Hotz is an 
old soldier and a G. A. R. man. The gen­ 
tlem an says if a lynching is attem pted the 
lynchers will meet with a warm inception, 
as H andler lias many friends in Merrill.

HEROISM DISPLAYED. 
Thousands of persons, im pelled by curi­ 
osity, have visited the scene of the fire to­ 
day, and the police and attendants were 
kept busy in their endeavors to retain suffi­ 
cient clear space wherein necessary work 
m ight be done. The school was filled with 
boys who had been com m itted to its care 
because of their incorrigible habits, and 
altogeter the inm ates were of a char­ 
acter 
from 
which little discipline or 
obedience m ight be expected in momenta 
when both were im periously demanded. 
As a rule, however, the boys yielded readily 
to the directions of their superiors, and to 
this fact is due the safety of scores who 
otherwise would have perished. Of the 
twenty-six who lost their lives only two 
were burned to death, the others having 
been suffocated in their beds. 
Many of the 
latter were aroused with the rest, but be­ 
came stupefied and crawled bank to their 
cots to die. The hero of the occasion was 
a boy who acted in the capacity of m onitor 
in the fatal ward, him self a boy whose 
vicious habits had made him an inm ate of 
the institution. Through his efforts m any 
boys were literally driven from the build­ 
ing, ®nd he ceased his work of rescuing his 
fellows only when he was him self driven 
out by the flames. Several of his com pan­ 
ions he dragged, unconscious, out of the 
windows, w hile others he carried into the 
air in his arias.

W illiam Fisk Sanders was born in Cat­ 
taraugus 
county, New York, in 1834. 
In 
1854 lie began the study of law at Akron, 
Ohio. He was adm itted to the bar in 1856 
and associated with his uncle, 
ex-Gov. 
Edgerton. H e m arried Miss H arriet P. Penn 
of Talmadge, Ohio, in 1858. He entered the 
Union arm y on the breaking out of the Re­ 
bellion anil served with bravery and dis­ 
tinction until 1863, when he resigned, owing 
to ill health, and returned to Ohio. His 
former law partner having been appointed 
chief justice of Idaho. Col. Saunders was 
persuaded to start for th at territory, which 
lie reached after m an y hardships. The 
party reached Bannack in September, 1563, 
where they stopped and the colonel engaged 
in the practice of law. In the winter he 
moved to V irginia City. Here he prosecuted 
and secured tile conviction and execution 
of the notorious murderer, George Ives. In 
1865-6 he visited W ashington City to rep­ 
resent the claims of the miners. In 1865 he 
removed to Helena, and was elected a com­ 
missioner to take such steps as were neces­ 
sary towards lid d in g a constitutional con­ 
vention in 1869. 
He was elected a mem ber 
of the legislature in 1872,1874,1876 and 1878, 
and was nom inated for delegate to congress 
in 1864, 1867, 1880 and 1886.

London alone 300 trades have secured short­ 
er hours or better wages, and demanded suc­ 
cessfully from their present masters better 
conditions. This meaiis that 900,000 more 
men and women in London have been ad d ­ 
ed to the ranks of organized labor. The gas 
stokers in eight m onths have made 50,OOO 
members and reduced their boun*—at better 
wages—from twelve to eight jeer day. The 
baker, who formerly worked ninety and 
one hundred hours per week, now works, 
through his union, only sixty hours and for 
leerier i>ay. In the j>ort of London every 
dock laborer, stevedore, lighterm an and 
carm an is and m ust be a member of the 
trades union. The working women arc fol­ 
lowing 
the 
example 
of 
the 
men 
and pressing forward for better times. 
All this should be encouraging to A m eri­ 
cans, who have often been pioneers. 
In 
America I trust that workers are im bued 
with the responsibility of their position In 
the universal labor m ovem ent that A m eri­ 
can citizenship bestows upon them . They 
are citizens of a republic that will be the 
central force and influence of the Anglo- 
Saxon race throughout 
the world and 
which m ay become a power for universal 
good. 
In the new year that is coming 
English and American sons of ial>or will 
have an op]»ortunity of showing their sen­ 
tim ents toward each other by practical ef- 
fort* to secure internationally the eight 
hours t>er day. Certain it is* that to keep 
their relative position with other countries 
Americans have in the new year work be­ 
fore them . 
Believing that they would per­ 
form it and regretting my inability through 
pressure of work to help them by accepting 
their invitation to lecture through the 
United States, we send them from tue old 
country our best wishes for their success 
and heartiest greetings for the new year.

A Bill to Provide for a Perma­ 
nent National Bank Cir­ 
culation Prepared. 


Another Omnibus Bill. Includ­ 
ing Idaho. Wyoming. New 
Mexico and Arizona. 


N ew Y o r k , Special—John Jay Knox, 
president of the N ational han k ol the Re­ 
public of this city, has prepared a bill 
w hich will be introduced in congress w ith­ 
in the next few days, the principle object of 
w hich is to provide for the use of silver 
bullion as a basis for national bank circula­ 
tion. 
The text of the bill is as follows: 
A bill to provide for a permanent national 
bank circulation. 
Be it enacted, etc., T h at from 
and after the passage of this act every national 
bank, now organized or which shall hereafter l»e 
organized, shall be authorized to issue circulat­ 
ing notes as now provided by law, in am ounts 
not exceeding 75 per cent of the capital stock 
of each bank. 
Sec 2. 
That not less than 70 per cent of the 
circulating notes authorized to be issued by 
each bank under t bis act shall be secured by 
United Stilted bonds, at the rate of lOO i>er 
cent upon t he par value of such bonds, provid­ 
ed that at the option of each bank one-half ol 
such circulation of 70 per cent m ay be secured 
by a deposit with the treasurer of the United 
States, under such regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed 
by 
the 
secretary 
of 
the 
treas­ 
ury, 
of 
gold 
coin 
or 
bullion 
or 
silver 
bullion, 
at 
the 
current 
market 
price of such bullion at the tim e of deposit, 
whenever the market or cash value of bullion 
and of United States bonds deposited with the 
treasurer is reduced below the am ount of circu­ 
lation issued for the sam e the controller of the 
currency m ay demand and receive the am ount 
of such depreciation in other bullion, or in gold 
or silver coin to be deposited with the treasurer, 
as long as such depreciation shall continue, or 
the am ount of the circulating notes of such bank 
m ay be reduced by charging the excess of circu­ 
lation to t lie redemption fund .provided by sec 
tion d of the act of .Tune 20, 1 8 7 1. 
See. 8. That an account to be designated as 
“the National bank safety fund,” is hereby au­ 
thorized to be opened on the books of the treas­ 
urer of the United 
States by reducing the 
am ount of United States notes now ou tstand ­ 
ing *1,500.000, and by redncing the National 
bank redemption fund $1,500,000 and crediting 
the am ount of $3,0001000 to the account of the 
said ‘ National bank safety fund.” To this fund 
shall l>e added the duty of one-half of 1 i>er 
centum each half year upon the average am ount 
of national bank notes in circulation, as pro­ 
vided in section 5214 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States. 
Sec. 4. 
That if any national bank, after the 
passage of this act. shall become insolvent, and 
any of the circulating notef of such bank shall 
remain unpaid after the as>ets and the individ­ 
ual liabilities of the shareholders of such in­ 
solvent bank shall have been exhausted, such 
circulating notes shall be redeemed and canceled, 
as now provided by* law, and the am ount of such 
notes shall from tim e to tim e be charged to t lie 
“ National bank safety fund,” as provided in 
this act. 
TH E BILL EX PLAINED. 
In explanation of the provisions 
proposed legislation Mr. Knox says that the 
bill provides tor the issue of hank circula­ 
tion in am ounts not exceeding 75 per cent 
of the capital of each bank. Seventy per 
cent of this circulation is to be absolutely 
secured by the deposit o f U nited States 
bonds at par, or of silver bullion at the m ar­ 
ket price. 
The other 30 per cent is not to he 
secured by a deposit by each, but to be 
fully secured by a safety fund on deposit- 
w ith the treasurer. This safety fund i> to he 
opened by crediting to the fund $1,500,090 
ol lost or unredeem ed national hank notes, 
and the same am ount of lost or unre­ 
deemed United States notes. 
The fund will 
be further increased each year by adding to 
it the sem i-annual tax of i ot 1 per cent 
upon circulation. 
It is estim ated that tlie 
lost and unredeem ed national hank notes 
am ount to at least 1 per cent during every 
tw enty years, but only one-half of the 
am ount estim ated to be lost is to be placed 
to the credit of this fund. 
These lost notes i 
do not belong Jo the hanks th at issued i 
them , neither do they belong to the govern­ 
m ent. 
They belong to those persons who 
were the last owners of the notes and can­ 
not,. of course, be restored to the owners. No 
other use can so properly be m ade of them , 


notice as to the period of twelve weeks nntil 
a m onth after the tim e set forth iikthe law.

First, an amendnieut to the first section, cor­ 
recting some ambiguities of language and m ak­ 
ing more definite and certain the transporta­ 
tion, both interstate and International, Intended 
to be subject to the provisions of the act. 
Sec­ 
ond, an amendnieut to the third section, relat­ 
ing to the routing and interchange of traffic be­ 
tween carriers, so as to better provide for 
through traffic, at through rates, over connect­ 
ing lines. 
Third, an amendment to the twelfth 
section, relating to the attendance of witnesses 
and the taking of testim ony by deposition. 
Fourth, an amendment to the twenty-second 
section, allowing the iree tiansportaticni of j»er- 
sons injured in railroad accidents ami ol the 
families of railroad employes. 
New suggestions are: 
First, a prohibition of 
the payment of com m issions by one railroad 
com pany to ticket agents of another com pany 
for passenger transportation; second, the aboli­ 
tion of ticket brokerage by requiring ticket sell­ 
ers to be dulv authorized by a railroad com ­ 
pany which assum es responsibility for his acts; 
third, the requirement th at mileage shall be paid 
for cars used belonging to private com panies or 
individuals; fourth, the extension of the law to 
make it apply to com m on carriers by water 
routes. 
The report reviews the work of the com ­ 
mission during the year, including the 
m ore im portant investigations and deci­ 
sions.

Mark a circle around Lake 
Galilee, and another circle around Jerusalem, 
and you describe the two regions in which 
cluster memories of more events than in any 
other two circles. Jerusalem was a spell of 
fascination th a t will hold me

of my life. Solomon had resolved th a t the 
city should be the center of all sacred, regal 
and commercial influence. 
He sa t himself 
to work, and monopolized the surrounding 
desert as a highway for his caravans. 
He 
built the city of Palm yra around one of the 
principal wells of the East, so th a t all the 
long trains of merchandise from the E ast 
were obliged to stop there, pay toll and leave 
part of their wealth in thehandsofSolom on's 
merchants. He mnnned the fortress Thap- 
sacus a t the chief ford of the Euphrates, and

u t un der gua id every thing t h a t passed t here, 
he three great products of Palestine—wine, 
pressed from the richest, clusters and celebrat­ 
ed all the world over; oil, which in th a t hot 
country, is the entire substitute for butter 
and lard, and was pressed from the olive 
branches until every tree in the country be­ 
came an oil well; and honey, which was the 
entire substitude for sugar—these three great 
products of the country Solomon exported, 
and received in return fruits and precious 
woods and the anim als of every cliine.

T he tax on circulation during the past year 
was $1,410,331, or little less than eight times 
the am ount of safety fund required.

am ount of circulation is increased to $200,- 
000,000 the tax to he added to the safety 
fund w ill be $2,000,000.

The Microbe of Electricity. 
With all the paraphernalia ot the 
modern physical and electrical labo­ 
ratory, the instruments of precision 
th a t will handle a millionth p art ol 
ail inch as readily as a laborer his 
pick and shovel; with all the evo­ 
lution going on through generations 
of scientists, and the alm ost incessant 
wresting of secrets from the bosom of 
nature; we doubt if science is any 
closer to the isolation or attenuation 
of the microbe of the magnet. It is 
absurd to suppose th a t a primary en­ 
ergy is impressed upon a piece of 
hardened steel once 
for all. The 
transfer of th at energy into the act­ 
ual work would destroy the magnetic 
power, yet such a destuction not only 
does not take place, but the very ex­ 
ercise of the power strengthens the 
magnet. A horseshoe of steel may 
be magnetized in ten seconds by the 
current of a lew amperes from a bat­ 
tery, a ridiculously small am ount of 
energy all told, and such m agnetean 
lift many pounds of iron in contact. 
But without contact it may lift and 
hold up a pound of iron easily. It 
will hold th a t pound for an eternity, 
and every second of th at time with­ 
out end the magnet is ex {lending en­ 
ergy until its foots up an almost in­ 
conceivable total ot actual power. 
Not alone that, but the magnet ot 
one-pound lifting power to-day may 
and will lie stronger to-morrow.

By what inscrutable process does 
the mere magnetization of a bar of 
steel make of it a machine for the 
transportation of energy? Not a reac­ 
tionary or storage device which, like 
a steel spring, honestly gives back 
approximately all it has received. 
T here is a hidden process going on 
all the time it is doing work—energy 
in some form. Where does it all 
come from—gravity? atmosphere? 
solar rays? earth currents? Who 
can say? It is a great problem, 
worthy of a life of indefatigable re­ 
scan h. It is a microbe, and it will be 
discovered, the discovery will make 
electricity the queen 
of nature’s 
forces, nnd strain will become a dim 
vision of the dark ages of the past.

Elegant dra­ 
peries cover the parlor doors, nnd 
the parlor is fitted up in grand style. 
The furniture is ail of white enameled 
wood, covered with white brocaded 
silk. 
There is an elegant mantel 
filled with bric-a-brac of the choicet 
kind, and little lamps of the rarest 
patterns. A beautiful chandelier fur­ 
nished with real gas bangs from the 
renter of the room. Center-tables, 
divans, easy-chairs, sofas, etc., till 
up the apartm ent. 
Dolls from Paris 
Occupy positions here and there just 
like real j>©op!e. 
Then then* is a dining-room fur­ 
nished complete, with sideboards, 
china closets, etc., of rich design.

Electric 
C ars 
and 
Snow - 
Ploughs. 
From the Boston Transcript. 
The unannounced snowstorm of 
Saturday gave a glimpse of genuine 
winter weather. The fall of snow was 
not heavy, but it was enough to de­ 
lay the horse cars until four horses 
were attached to each car. The elec­ 
tric cars were not delayed. The new 
electric snow-ploughs had their first 
practical test, and worked to the sat­ 
isfaction of the company’s officers. 
The snow was thrown out in clouds 
and the tracks were sw’ept clean and 
left free from snow. On the Brighton 
line the arm ature of the m otors of 
an electric plough was burned out, 
and an ordinary {dough was substi­ 
tuted. 
The electric ploughs are novelties 
in their way, and were watched with 
much interest. Each sweeper con­ 
sists of a plat form car, mounted on 
a four-wheeled truck, two Thomson- 
llouston motors connected with the 
axles furnishing motive power. Un­ 
derneath each end of the car is a large 
cylindrical brush reaching across the 
track a t an angle of about forty-five 
degrees. Upon the car is an electric 
m otor of fifteen horse-power, which 
runs three brushes a t a rapid rate of 
speed. An upright standard in the 
center of the car supports the trolley, 
which is similiar to those on the box 
cars, and around it is a group of in­ 
candescent lights. The m otors which 
run the car are of thirty horse-power. 
The car runs either way, and the 
brushes are so geared th at the one on 
either end can be operated while the 
other is lifted from the track.

The electric-light compan­ 
ies never find difficulty in securing 
all the linemen th a t they want, in 
spite of the fact th at the dangers of 
their business have been so thor­ 
oughly exploited by the newspapers 
and by recent events. Workmen in 
the wall-paper factories freqently 
joke over the traditions of their trade 
th a t a man’s life is usually shortened 
a t least ten years by his work. The 
samething is true of the men who han­ 
dle leather papers and whose lungs 
become coated with the dust arising 
from them. In certain factories the 
air is laden with tiny brass filings, 
which also hasten the approach of 
death. But probably the most pe­ 
culiar advertisement ever printed in 
a newspaper appeared in a f ’onneti- 
eut paper recently. It was signed bv 
a firm of tower-builders. It called 
fora man to work on scaffolding, and 
wound up in this manner: 
“Applicants must be young and 
strong and courageous. We warn 
all seekers for this job th at it is of a 
most dangerous nature und th at few 
men continue in it more than a few 
years. In fact, it is almost sure death 
to the workman who follows this oc­ 
cupation.” 
The fact th at the advertisement 
was withdrawn in a few days would 
indicate either th at applicants were 
not frightened away by its predic­ 
tion or th a t they were.—New York 
Bun.

The Microbe of Electricity. 
With all the paraphernalia of the 
modern physical and electrical labo­ 
ratory, the instrum ents of precision 
th at will handle a millionth part ol 
an inch as readily as a laborer his 
pick and shovel; with all the evo­ 
lution going on through generations 
of scientists, and the alm ost incessant 
wresting of secrets from the bosom of 
nature; we doubt if science is any 
closer to the isolation or attenuation 
of the microbe of the m agnet. 
It is 
absurd to suppose th at a primary en­ 
ergy is impressed upon a piece of 
hardened steel once 
for all. 
The 
transfer of that energy into the act­ 
ual work would destroy the magnetic 
power, yet such adestu ction n oton ly 
does not take place, but the very ex­ 
ercise of the power strengthens the 
m agnet. 
A horseshoe of steel may 
be magnetized in ten seconds by the 
current of a few amperes from a bat­ 
tery, a ridiculously small am ount of 
energy all told, and such m agnet can 
lilt m any pounds of iron in contact. 
But w ithout contact it m ay lift and 
hold up a pound of iron easily. 
It 
will hold that pound for an eternity, 
und every second of that time with­ 
out end the m agnet is expendingen- 
ergy until its foots up an alm ost in­ 
conceivable total of actual power. 
Not alone that, but the m agnet ot 
one-pound lifting power to-day m ay 
and will Ire stronger to-morrow. 
Where does all of this really tremen­ 
dous am ount of energy come from? 
By what inscrutable process does 
the mere m agnetization of a bar of 
steel make of ii a machine for the 
transportation of energy? Not a reac­ 
tionary or storage device which, like 
a steel spring, honestly gives back 
approx i rn ately all it has received.

Jerusalem was a spell of 
fascination 
that 
will 
hold me 
the rest 
of my life. 
Solomon had resolved that the 
, city should be theeenter of all sacred, regal 
and commercial influence, 
lie sat himself 
to work, and monopolized the surrounding 
desert ae a highway for his caravans. 
He 
built the city of Ralmyra around one of the 
principal welle of the Last, so that all the 
i long trains of merchandise from the East 
were obliged to stop there, pay toll and leave 
part of their wealth in thehands of Solomon's 
merchant*. 
He manned the fortress Thap- 
sacus at the chief ford of the Euphrates, and 
put nnderguordeverythingthnt passed there. 
The three great products of Palestine—wine, 
pressed from the richest clusters and celebrat­ 
ed all the world over; oil, which in that hot 
country, is the entire substitute for butter 
and lard, and was pressed from the olive 
branches until every tree in the country l>e- 
came an oil well: and honey, which was the 
entire substitude for sugar—these three great 
products ol the country Solomon exported, 
and received in return fruits and precious 
woods and the animals of every clime. 
He went down to Exion-gwbsr and ordered 
: a fleet of ship* to l>e const ru-'ted. oversaw 
the workmen, and watched tho launching of 
the flotilla, which was to go out on more 
than a year's voyage 
to bring home the 
wealth of the the then known world. 
He 
heard that the Egyntain horses were large 
and swift, and long maned and round limbed, 
and he resolved to purchase them, putting 
the best of these horses in his own stall and 
selling the surplus to foreign potentates at 
great profit. 
He heard that there was the best of timider 
on Mt. Lebanon, nnd he sent out I SO,(MKI 
men to hew down the lorest and drag toe tim 
ber through the mountain gorges, to con­ 
struct it into rafts to be floated to Toppa, 
and from thence to be drawn by ox teams 25 
miles aerose the land to Jerusalem. 
He 
heard 
that 
there 
were 
beautiful flow­ 
er* 
in 
other 
lands. 
He 
sent 
for 
them, 
planted 
them 
in his 
own 
gar­ 
dens, and to this very day there are flow­ 
ers fonnd in the ruin ofth at city auth aa are 
found in no other part of Palestine, the lineal 
defendants of the very flowers that Solomon 
planted. 
He heard that in foreign groves 
there were bird* of richest voice and most 
luxuriant wing. 
He sent out people tocatch 
them and bring them there, and he put them 
into his cages. 
Stand back now and see th is long train of 
camels coming up to the king’s gate, and the 
ox trains from Egypt, gold and silver and 
precious s ’ones, aud beasts of every hoot, and 
birde of every wing and fish of every scale! 
See the peacocks strut under the cedars, and 
the horseman run. and the chariots wheel! 
Hark to the orchestra! 
Gaze 
upon the 
dance' 
Not stopping to look into the won­ 
ders of the temple, step right on the cause­ 
way. and pass up to Solomon ’s palace! 
Here we find ourselves amid a collection of 
1 buildings on which the King had lavished 
the wealth of many empires. 
The genius of 
Hiram, the architect, and of the oilier artists 
is here seen in the long line of corridors, and 
the suspended gallery, nnd the approach to 
the throne. 
Traceried 
window 
opposite 
traceried window. Bronzed ornaments burst­ 
ing into lotus and lily and pomgranate. 
Chapiters surrounded by network of leaves in 
which im itation fruit seemed suspended ae in 
hanging 
.briskets. 
Three 
brancl*ea—so 
Josephus tells us—three branches sculpt tired 
on the marble, so thin nnd subtle th at even 
the leaves seemed to quiver. 
A laver capa­ 
ble of holding 500 barrels of water on 600 
bracen ox heads. which gushed with water 
and filled the w hole place* with coolness and 
crystalline brightness und 
musical plush. 
Ten tables chased with chariot wheels and 
lion and cherubim. 
Solomon sat 
on 
a 
throne of ivory. 
At the seating place 
of 
the 
throne, 
on 
each 
end 
of the I 
steps, a brazen lion. 
Why 
ray friends, in 
that place they trimmed their candles with 
snuffers of gobi, and they cut their fruit with 
knives of gold, and they wushed their faces in 
basins of gold, and they scooped out the 
ashes with shovels of gold, and they stirred 
the alter fire* with tongs of gold. 
Gold re­ 
flected in the water' Gold flashing from the 
apparel’ Gold blazing in the crown! Gold, 
gold: gold! 
Of course the news of the affluence of that 
place went out everywhere by every caravan 
and by wing of every ship, until soon the 
street* of Jerusalem are crowded with curi­ 
osity seeker* 
What is that long procession 
approaching Jerusalem? I think from the 
pomp of it there must be royalty in the 
train. 
I smell the breath of spices which I 
are brought as presents, and I hear theshoot 
of the drivers, and I see the dust covered 
caravans, showing that they come from far } 
away. Cry the news up to the palace. 
The 
Queen of Sheba advance*. 
Let all the people 
come out to see. 
l^et the mighty men of the 
land come out on the palace corridors. 
Let 
Solomon come down the stairs of the palace | 
before the queen has alighted. Shakeout the 
cinnamon, and the saffron, and the calamus, j 
and the frankincense anil pass it into the 
treasure house. Take up the diamonds until 
they glitter in the sun 
The queen of She ba alights. She enters 
the palace. She washes at the bath. 
She 5 
sits down at the banquet. 
The cup bearers 
l»ow. 
The meat smokes. The music trem­ 
bles in the dash of the w aters from the m ol­ 
ten sea. 
Then she rises from the banquet, ! 
and walks through the conservatories, anil 
gazes on the architecture, and she asks Sol­ 
omon many strangequestionsand she learns 
about the religion of the Hebrews, and she 
then and there becomes a servant of the 
Lord God. 
She is overwhelmed. She begins to think 
that all the spices she brought, and all the ; 
precious woods which are intended to be 
Turned into harps and psalteries nnd into 
railings for the causeway between the temp­ 
le nnd the palace, and the one hundred and i 
eighty dollars in money—she liegins to think i 
that all thi se presents amount to nothing in ; 
such a place, and she is alm ost ashamed 
that she has brought them, and *he says 
within herself: "I heard a great deal about 
this place, and about this wonderful region 
of the Hebrew*, but I find if far beyond ray 
highest anticipation. 
I must add more than 
fifty per cent., to what has been related. 
It 
exceeds everything that I could have ex­ 
is t e d . 
The half—the half was not told me.” 
Learn from this subject what a beautiful j 
thing it is when social position and wealth ; 
surrender themselves to God. 
When religion 
comes to a neighborhood, the first to receive 
It are the women. 
Some men say it is lie- 
cause they are weak minded. 
I say it is be­ 
cause they have quicker perception of w hat 
is right, more ardent affection and capacity 
for sublimer emotion. Aller the wom*-n have I 
received the gospel then all the distressed , 
and the poor of both sexes, those w ho have ! 
no friends, accept Jesus. 
Last of all cornel 
the greatly prospered. 
Alas, that it is so! 
lf there are those who have been favored 
of fortune, or, as I might better put it, fav- I 
ored of God, surrender all you have and all j 
you expect to lie to the Lord who blessed 
this queen of Sheba. Certainly you are not 
ashamed to be found in this queen's com­ 
pany. 
I am glad that Christ has had his 
imperial 
friends 
in 
all 
ages—Elizabeth 
Christina, queen of Prussia; Maria Feodo- j 
tov na. queen of Russia; Marie, empress of 
France; 
Helena, 
the 
imperia! mother of; 
Constantine; Arcadia, from lier great for- i 
tunes building public baths in Constantino- ! 
pie and toiling for the alleviation of the 
masses; Queen Clotilda, leading lie*- hus­ 
band and 3,000 of his armed 
warriors to 
Christian baptism; Elizabeth of Burgundy, 
giving her jeweled glove to a beggar, and 
scattering gieat fortunes am ong the dis­ 
tressed; 
Prim-e Albert, singing "Rock of 
Ages" in Windsor Castle, and Queen Victoria 
incognita, reading the Scriptures to a djing 
pauper. 
I bless God that the day is coming when 
royalty will bringall its thrones, and music j 
all its pictures, and sculpture ail itsstatuary. j 
and architecture all its pillars, and conquest j 
all its scepters, and the queens of the earth, | 
in long line of advance, frankincense filling 
the air and the camels laden with gold, shall 
approach Jersusalem. and the gates shall be j 
hoisted, and the great burden of splendor 
shall lie lifted into the palace of this greater 
than Solomon. 
Again, my subject teaches me what is 
earnestness in the search of truth. 
Do you 
know whersSheba was? It wasin Abyssinia, 
or some say in the southern part o f Arabia 
Felix. 
In either case it was a great way off 
from Jerusalem. 
To get from there to Jer­ 
usalem she had to cross a country infested 
with bandits, und go across blistering des­ 
erts, 
Why did not the Queen of Sheba stay 
at home and send a committee to inquire 
about this new 
religion, nnd have the 
delegates report in regard to that religion 
and wealth of King Solomon? She wanted 
to see for herseP, and hear for herself. She 
could not do this by work of committee. She 
felt she had a soul worth 10,000 kingdoms 
like Sheba, and she wanted a robe richer than 
any woven by Oriental shuttles, and she 
wanted a crown set with the jewels of eternity.

He also wore a blue damask 
gown lined with silk: a white stock, a 
white satin embroidered w aistcoat, 
black satin 
small-clothes, who silk 
stockings and red morocco slippers. 
W ashington, at his receptions in 
Philadelphia, was dressed in black 
velvet; his hair was powdered find 
gathered behind in a large silk bag. 
His hands were encased in yellow 
gloves: he held a cocked hat with a 
cockade on it, and its edges adorned 
with a black featlier. 
He wore knee 
and shoe buckles, and at his left hip 
appeared a long sword in a polished 
white 
leather 
scabbard, with 
a 
polished steel hilt. 
Chief Justice 
Dana, of M ossachusetts, used to wear 
in winter a white corduroy surtout 
lined with fur, and held in his hands 
a large muff. 
Tho judges of the su­ 
preme court of M assachusetts wore, 
till 1793, robes of scarlet,, bleed with 
black velvet in winter, and black silk 
gowns in summer. 
At the beginning 
of this century powder for the hair 
became unfashionable, tying up the 
hair was abandoned, colored gar­ 
ments went out of use, buckles dis­ 
appeared, and knee breeches gave 
place to trousers.

From the Boston Transcript. 
The unannounced snowstorm of 
Saturday gave a glimpse of genuine 
winter weather. 
The fall of snow was 
not heavy, but it was enough to de­ 
lay the horse cars until four horses 
were attached to each car. 
The elec­ 
tric cars were not delayed. The new 
electric snow-ploughs had their first 
practical test, and worked toth esat- 
isfaction of the com pany’s officers. 
The snow was thrown out in clouds 
and the tracks were swept clean and 
left freefromsnow. On the Brighton 
line the armature of the m otors of 
an electric plough was burned out, 
nnd an ordinary plough was substi­ 
tuted. 
The electric ploughs are novelties 
in their way, and were watched with 
much interest. Each sweeper con­ 
sists of a platform car, mounted on 
a four-wheeled truck, two Thomson- 
H ouston m otors connected with the 
axles furnishing m otive power. 
Un­ 
derneath each end of the car is a large 
cylindrical brush reaching across the 
track at an angle of about forty-five 
degrees. 
Upon the car is an electric 
m otor of fifteen horse-power, which 
runs three brushes a t a rapid rate of 
speed. 
An upright standard in the 
center of the car supports the trolley, 
which is similiar to those on the box 
cars, and around it is a group of in­ 
candescent lights. 
The m otors which 
run tile car are of thirty horse-power. 
The car runs either way, and the 
brushes are so geared th at the one on 
either end can be operated while the 
other is lifted from the track.

“The word ‘precious’ cannot be ap­ 
plied to m oonstones,” said a well 
known dealer in jewelry, “because 
their marketable value is relatively 
small at all times, and is still further 
influenced by the decrees of fashion. 
For some years past we have had 
but few calls for m oonstones, but 
about twelve months ago they were 
restored to popular favor, and will 
probably continue to be much used 
for some time to come. 
The stones 
come from India, are easily procured, 
and there is but little waste in cut­ 
ting. 
They are alm ost invariably 
of a bluish white tint, the rays of 
the m ost perfect stones much re­ 
sembling moonlight! hence the name), 
those of a less clear or yellowish hue 
being of but 
little 
value. 
When 
carved, the clear transparency of the 
stone is of course marred, but many 
of them are so embellished, the man 
in the m oon being a favorite device, 
and a baby’s face surrounded with a 
c a p of pears or diamonds another.” 
The m oonstone is seldom worn 
alone by fashionable people, having 
usually an accom panying setting of 
diamonds or other precious stones. 
In response to a question the dealer 
added: 
“The largest m oonstone I 
have ever seen was one of oblong 
shape about 1% inches in length and 
% of an inch in width. 
This was set 
to represent a butterfly with partial­ 
ly closed wings of brilliantly colored 
stones, and was intended to be worn 
as a ]>endant. These stones are not 
valued by weight as others are, but 
sim ply by appearance and size, a 
perfectly round stone being more de­ 
sirable than a flatter one and more 
rare. 
As the the m oonstone is tradition­ 
ally lucky, it is m ost suitable for sou­ 
venirs, parting 
and 
anniversary 
gifts, and from present indications 
will be much used for favors and wed­ 
ding presents during the coming gay 
season.—Kew York Sun.
